PHILADELPHIA (AP) — The 


Philadelphia port was closed for 
Ihe fourth conseculive day Fri 
day. 


Some S94 longshoremen were 


hired lo handle cargoes Fridav 
morning but several hours later 
left the piers. 


The work- gangs stopped load 


ing and unloading ships when 
175 other longshoremen showe< 
up at the piers and hampered 
operations. 


In some instances the men sal 


on cargoes and unhooked slings. 


The stoppage resulted from a 


dispute over tic use of a centra! 
hiring place, and what dissidcnl 
union leaders call inequities in 
Ihe present hiring systems.

Hennell, whose 38-yeai- career us direc- 
*•?!' of the U. S. Bureau of Prisons em!.'! 
wilh his retirement at age 70 today. 
Largely through his efforts, the federal 
prison system is internationally reeojf- 
nized as superior to any other in the 
world. 


When Bennett, first came, into the 


prison field in the 1920s, the federal 
prisons were without meaning-fill re- 
habilitation programs. They were filled 
with idle inmates who left their con- 
finement no belter prepared for life on 
the outside than when they had entered. 
Bennett saw to it that prisoners were 
enrolled in a rehabilitation pi-og-ram on 
the day of their commitment and that 
it continued until the day of their de- 
parture.

A bill has been Introduced 


in Congress by Rep. John M. 
Ashbrook of Ohio in reference 
lo 
the 
psychological 
tests 


which are being given in many 
of our schools throughout the 
nation. At the present time, 
these tesl-s can be given wilh- 
oul parental consent, and with- 
out prior notice lo the parents. 


The bill, ll.R. 7743. states 


that it would not prohibit psy- 
chological testing in our schools 
hut it would require thai rea- 
sonable notice be given lo pa- 
rents of students prior to the 
examinations, lhat the parents 
he given 
(lie opportunity 
lo 


view the tests, and thal'they 
be allowed to refuse permis- 
sion lo have the tests admin- 
istered to their children if so 
desired, 


Many parents feel that any 


warranted psychologic;*) exam- 
ining should be done in priva- 
cy only by those who have had 
adequate psychological or psy- 
chiatric Iraining, who a l o n e 
are qualified lo accurately de- 
termine, the emotional stability 
nf a child. 


Many of the ciueslions in the 


tests have been disturbing to 
both 
students and parents. 


For instance, in the SRA Youth 
Inventory test for high school 
students, the student is asked 
among 
many 
other 
simihir 


questions if his (alder is a ly- 
I'ijnl, if his parents play favor- 


ites, if he is ashamed of his 
father's job or his parents' 
dress or manners, if there is 
conslanl bickering jind qu;ir- 
reling in his home, or if bis 
parents try to hold him down. 


In Ihe Moral Value Invento- 


ry Kxam. among other ques- 
tions, Ihe student has to de- 
cide which is more import.-inI: 
taking the oath nf allegiance 
lo the United Slates, or .''lin- 
ing a church. 


In another question, he has 


1o decide which is worse: de- 
nying the existence of God, or 
laughing while the Star Span- 
gled Banner is being played.
